All of which, If there Is In 1t a word of truth,
which there probably is not, proves, and only
proves, that the Emperor Napoleon, when he
“rides abroad,” adopts the wise precaution of
wearing a sbirt of mall, or something of that
kind, as a protection. Otherwlse it would
require snmething more even than & “kind of
mirncle' to eanse a ball fired from & plsiol at &
distanoce of two or three feet to satisfy Itsell
with sl ply causinga “oontusion’ over a man's
heart. 8ulllit 18 by no means improbable, and
has been often stated, that Napoleon does wear
& protection of Lhis natare; and his crablike,
awkward movements in walking wouald appear
lo‘#lve some consisténcy Lo the assertion,

Although the afemorial Diplomatique hns
sinted Lthat the preparations at the Austrian
Embassy for Lhe reception of the Emperor
Francis Joseph have néver been for a moment
delayed, it Is now positively stated in letters
fromi Vienna that the Austrian Emperor will
not come to Paris until he is positively in-
formed that his onfortunate brother has been
seL At liberty, and Is safe and soand. It would,
of course, be but a hollow mockery and a great
exhibition of carelessness on the part of the
Auvstrian Emperor at the present time to eome
1o Paris and aocept the hospitality of Napolaon,
when it 1s considered that Franols Joseph him-
self opposed the mad Mexloan scheme from 1t
inciplency. It 18 not strange that he should
have arrived at this conolusion.

Every one 8 asking his nelgh-
bor if he has lstered, and whal the conse-
guence may be Il he falls to do so, Numbers
were apathietio, but a great many of those who
are heretofore Indifferent made up thelr minds
